As you probably know Dominion on behalf of Duke Energy, Piedmont Natural Gas, AGL Resources and itself, has proposed 
the Atlantic Coast Pipeline (ACP) to bring natural gas from West Virginia to markets in Virginia & NC. 

Dominion has 
contracted with The Conservation Fund to assist it in securing high quality mitigation for unavoidable impacts.
